A VIBRANT new 
railway station area 
will be at the heart 
of Ely’s multi- 
million pound re¬ 
development over 
the next 20 years. 

The ambitious plans 
will see sprawling 
industrial units 
replaced with a modern 
urban gateway to Ely, 
which will include 
hundreds of homes, 
shops and small bus¬ 
inesses. 

The station area revamp 
was announced last week as 
the centrepiece of the Ely 
Masterplan, which has 
finally been published after 
months of studies and 
public consultation. 

It maps out how Ely will 
grow over the next 20 years 
as its population rises from 
17,500 to 28,000 in 2028. It also 
tells how Ely’s shops, 
schools, roads and leisure 
services will expand to 
match the needs of the 
growing city 

Planners say the new area 

- similar to the £850 million 
Cambridge cbl development 

- will be a congestion-free 
zone as the Ely southern 
link road will allow lorries 
to bypass the area altogether. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, head of 
East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council’s strategic 
planning committee, said: 
“The station area will be a 
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far better gateway to Ely. If 
you stand outside the station 
now, all you can see is Tesco, 
industrial units and 
murderous stream of 
lorries. 

“If we can get a mix of 
homes, offices and shops, it 
will be much more 
welcoming to visitors. 

“We also want footpaths to 
the city and the riverside, 
which will bring more 
people into the centre of 
Ely.” 

He added: “The level 
crossing might even be 
closed because lorries will 
not need to cross it once the 
link road is built. 

“We want to see the 
industrial activity moved 
and that land could provide 
an attractive gateway to Ely 
where people will want to 
live.” 

The industrial units will 
be relocated to an expanded 
business park in Angel 
Drove, while further homes 
could be built on the flood 
plains on the opposite side of 
the railway tracks using 
Dutch engineering 

techniques. Other elements 
of the masterplan include: 

■ 3,200 new homes in Ely, 
including three new 
neighbourhoods in north 
Ely; 

■ New primary and 
secondary schools; 

■ New homes on the sites of 
Ely’s sewage works;

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Funds boost brings link 
road plans step closer 


THE Ely southern link 
road is now a step closer 
after funds of £685,000 
were secured to carry out 
the road’s technical study. 

The money was awarded to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council by Cambridgeshire 
Horizons, the regeneration 
group overseeing Government 
plans to build 47,500 new homes 
and £3.6 billion of infra¬ 
structure in the county by 2016. 

The cash will fund detailed 
plans of the £16 million road, 
which is a central part of the 
city’s ambitious proposal to 
increase its population to 25,000 
over the next 15 years. 

The road will link Angel 
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Drove to the A142 near Stunt- 
ney, bypassing the railway 
station area of Ely and 
passing over the railway lines, 
the River Ouse and flood 
plains. 

It would cut congestion by 
removing hundreds of lorries 
each day, which are currently 
forced to wait at the city’s 
level-crossing before they 
continue towards Soham. 

The money will also fund 
plans for thousands of new 
homes in Ely, including a 
plush new riverside 


development on the site of the 
city’s existing sewage works. 

Councillor Peter Moakes, 
chairman of strategic develop¬ 
ment at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, said: “This 
has been the best allocation for 
East Cambridgeshire so far 
from Cambridgeshire Horizons. 

“It will enable the council to 
make progress with our ambit¬ 
ious plans for Ely and the 
district to deliver the Govern¬ 
ment’s housing growth agenda 
in a sustainable way. 

“The work is now set to begin 
and will fund the technical and 
complex work, which is 
necessary to create the sort of 
East Cambridgeshire we all 
want to see. 


“By getting the preparatory 
work and detail right now, we 
can make sure that we do not 
fail in the future.” 

John Onslow, director for 
development at Cambridge¬ 
shire Horizons, said: “Cam¬ 
bridgeshire received the high¬ 
est award of all the growth 
areas from Government, a 
reflection of the successful 
joint working we have in place. 

“The new funds will allow 
Cambridgeshire Horizons and 
the local authorities to ensure 
the necessary infrastructure is 
in place to help deliver the 
county’s growth agenda and 
improve the quality of life for 
existing and future residents.”

Trio on target for longest bike ride 


THREE intrepid teachers are 
hoping to raise £20,000 for charity 
by cycling from John O’Groats to 
Land’s End. 

Jerry Dale, Kevin Shaw and Andy 
Thomas, teachers at King’s School 
Ely, are now in training for the 
1,000-mile bike ride between the 
two towns - the greatest distance 
between any two points in 
mainland Britain. 

The three teachers aim to complete 
the ride in ten days at the start of 
the summer holidays, which will 
mean averaging 90 miles each day. 
They have good reason to support 
their two chosen charities, Great 
Ormond Street Hospital and 
Breakthrough Breast Cancer. 

Last year, Mr Shaw’s newborn 
daughter, Chloe, underwent life¬ 
saving operations at Great Ormond 
Street, while the head of the King’s 


School, Sue Freestone, was 
diagnosed with breast cancer in 
October. 

She is now making a good recovery 
and has been back at her desk 
since Christmas. 

Mr Thomas said: “The idea came 
from a crazy night before 
Christmas. We were thinking about 
doing a marathon, but Jerry and I 
had already done that so, we opted 
for the bike ride. 

“People normally do it in two 
weeks, but we’re going to do it in 
10 days. 

“We’re going cycling as often as 
possible, but I’ve only just started 
as I’ve been on crutches for four 
weeks after I came off my bike. 

“A member of staff will drive behind 
us as our back-up man and we’re 
hoping to see some other staff join 
us for a few legs of the journey. 


“We also hope some Friends of 
King’s might join us for one or more 
of the legs and get some personal 
sponsorship.” 

The fundraising trio are already well 
on their way to raising their target 
of £20,000 thanks to staff at the 
King’s School. 

Sixty members of the teaching and 
bursarial staff -12 teams of five - 
have signed up to cover the 
equivalent to the ride’s distance 
over eight weeks, either by running 
or rowing in the school’s gym. 

Each team member has paid an 
entry fee and is asking for out of 
school sponsorship, so that a 
sizeable sum can be presented to 
the intrepid cyclists before they 
begin their mammoth ride.

A SCHOOLGIRL has created history by winning 
the King’s School Ely Hoop Trundle for two 
successive years. 

Joanna Davison, 18, from St Ives, is the only 
Queen’s Scholar to land back-to-back wins in 
the centuries old race on Saturday. 

Tourists joined a large crowd of pupils, families 
and guests to cheer on the scholars, wearing 
their scarlet gowns, as they bowled traditional 
wooden hoops around a 75-yard course by the 


south door of the cathedral. 

The race has been run for many centuries, but 
girls have only taken part in recent years after 
they were admitted to the private school in 
1970. 

The King’s Scholars’ race, for the boys, was 
won by 18-year-old Duncan Muil, joint head boy 
of the school. 

Inga Meladze from Russia and Xizhou Liu from 
China were the school’s first international 


scholars to take part. 

The trundle commemorates the re-founding of 
The King’s School Ely by Henry VIII in 1541. 
Having dissolved Ely monastery, which had 
educated children for centuries, he gave the 
school its first royal charter and established the 
King’s Scholars (boys). 

The two winners received their commemorative 
wooden tankards from the Deputy Mayor of Ely, 
Cllr Sheila Friend-Smith. 



Packed cemetery in plan 
to reuse paupers’ graves 
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GRAVES in Ely could be 
reused to solve the city’s 
shortage of cemetery 
space. 

Untended graves in the 
cemetery in New Barns Avenue 
could be reopened and coffins 
buried on top of the remains of 
paupers from the Victorian era. 

The grave stacking will only 
take place in a section of the 
cemetery where gravestones have 
already been removed over the 
years. 

The scheme is part of a 
Government review which has 
recommended that untended 
graves more than 75 years old 
could be reopened to make way 
for another coffin in the same 
plot.

Cllr Ron Bradney, the Mayor of 
Ely and a member of the city 
council’s cemetery management 
team, said: “It’s a way of allowing 
families to be buried closer 
together. These were paupers’ 
graves and they often did not 
have a gravestone. 

“We know there are bodies 
buried there, but we will not be 
digging them up, only laying the 


coffins on top. The cemetery is 
getting full and we know these 
graves are more than 100 years 
old. 

“We’ve never done it in Ely 
before because we always had 
plenty of land. That has now 
changed, but there are no 
gravestones in this area, so there 
is no exclusive right to that land.” 

Ely’s cemetery has enough 
plots to last another 10 years, 
with the option to extend the 
cemetery into nearby allotments. 
A Government consultation on 
cemeteries in 2006 revealed they 
would be full within 30 years and 
recommended the introduction of 
“double-decker” graves, with old 
remains dug up and buried 
deeper. 

Families who object to a 
relative’s grave being reused will 
be allowed to defer the exhum¬ 
ation for at least a generation. 


The Church of England has said 
it has no theological objections as 
long as the process was carried 
out sensitively and after 
consultation with relatives. 
Muslim and Roman Catholic 
leaders have also taken a similar 
view. 

The double-decker grave 
scheme in Ely would only go 
ahead once legislation had been 
changed and the proposals put to 
Ely City Council. 

Dorothy Lemon, of Walpole 
Court, Ely, whose late husband 
Albert is buried in the cemetery, 
was not against the plan. 

She said: “If they are a 
hundred years old, then I don’t 
think there is any harm. 

“I don’t think graves should be 
disturbed, but if they put people 
on top, I don’t think we should 
worry too much about it.”

■ A £12 million leisure village 
including an eight-lane swimming pool 
and £500,000 country park;

YOUNG newshounds were on 
the scent of a story as they 
became journalists for the day. 
Students at City of Ely 
Community College were asked 
to create their own TV news 
show, with pupils filming and 
editing reports, presenting news 
and weather, researching 
articles and producing the show.

A SLOWDOWN in 
Ely’s once booming 
housing market has 
seen two city estate 
agents closing in 
less than a month, 
say experts. 

Interest rates rises, the 
introduction of home 
information packs and 
the sub-prime lending 
crisis have caused some 
estate agents to struggle 
as buyers become more 
cautious. 

Independent estate 
agents Harris & Co, in 
Forehill, shut its doors 
last week - only three 
weeks after national 
chain January’s, closed 
its St Mary’s Street 
branch. 

Harris & Co is also 
selling its Soham High 
Street branch, while 
Littleport’s Harleys is 
another recent casualty 

John Garfoot, assistant 
regional manager at 
Abbotts North, in 
Forehill, said: “It’s been a 
hard time for buyers. 

“The peak in interest 
rates caused some people

to hold off, while the 
introduction of home 
information packs caused 
a temporary imbalance 
in the market. 

“The sub-prime mort¬ 
gage market situation, 
particularly at Northern 
Rock, also meant building 
societies have restricted 
credit to customers. 

“The property market 
is pausing for breath. It’s 
a cyclical market and we 
are coming off the top of 
it, but Ely has not suff¬ 
ered as much as other 
places. 


“It’s still a very attrac¬ 
tive place and people are 
moving here from Hert¬ 
fordshire, Bedfordshire 
and all over the country, 
particularly because of 
its commuter access to 
Cambridge and London.” 

Latest available figures 
showed prices in Ely 
were down 0.8 per cent in 
December, with an 
average house now 
costing £218,000. 

However, it was less 
than the 3.4 per cent drop 
in prices in East Anglia 
that month. House prices 
have still risen by 2.6 per 
cent overall during the 
past 12 months. 

Greg Van Dicks, com¬ 
pany director at Pocock & 
Shaw, in High Street, Ely 
said: “The market has 
been tough, especially 
with the media telling 
people prices are going to 
collapse. 

“We’ve not had a bad 
time really, but the key is 
accurate pricing. If 
people are being sensible, 
then they will sell their 
houses. But they can’t 
expect 10 per cent year- 
on-year price rises any 
more.”

that we need considerably more 
development; on what planet are they 
living? 

Meanwhile we are told there are no plans 
to accommodate increased traffic; we 
can hardly move now and I dread to think 
how much pollution levels have increased 
given that this was already an area of 
high pollution owing to its flatness and 
lack of trees. We are already experiencing 
an increase in crime and feral youngsters 
are swarming all over the place getting 
up to all manner of bad behaviour.

English Heritage’s recommendation that 
“planning permission and conservation 
area consent not be granted for the 
application was now submitted” was 
dismissed by the chairman. 

As if all this isn’t bad enough the minutes 
of a Neighbourhood Watch meeting, on 
March 6, reveal that someone from ECDC 
spoke about contingency plans for 
flooding and other emergencies. 
Apparently ECDC wasn’t aware that so 
much was involved; this defies belief, 
what are we paying these people for? 
Despite ECDC being too small to have 
any resources, including supplying 
sandbags, it continues to approve 
developments. We are all to be left to 
help ourselves when the inevitable 
happens. Getting insurance will be 
impossible needless to say. 

I suggest that ECDC uses the £425k of 
our money to put in place the legally 
required contingency plans before it 
approves any more developments. 

In conclusion, I would like an explanation 
from ECDC planners and planning 
committee for their shameful lack of 
foresight. I would also like councillors 
who live in nice villages near Newmarket 
to think before talking about Soham 
needing to get into the 21st Century 
because they don’t have to live with the 
consequences of their actions.

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Gallery closure will 
cut schools’ success 


Arts learning at the Babylon 
has transformed pupils’ lives

CHILDREN’S academic 
results in Ely will suffer 
when the Babylon Gall¬ 
ery closes, a leading edu¬ 
cation expert has warned. 

Barbara Taylor, director of 
Government arts educational 
programme Enquire, believes 
many youngsters will miss out 
on crucial educational work 
carried out at the gallery if it 
shuts. 

The popular riverside venue, 
which attracts 25,000 visitors 
each year, is due to close at the 
end of June after East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
slashed arts funding by £70,000 
this year. 

It meant Arts Development 
in East Cambridgeshire 
(ADeC), which runs the gallery, 
could no longer afford to keep 
it open. 

But Ms Taylor, who runs the 
£300,000 Government scheme to 
study the effects on children of 
learning in art galleries was 
dismayed to hear the Babylon 
is closing. 

She said: “The Babylon has 
some fantastic success stories 
in re-engaging young people 
with education. 

“It is no exaggeration to say 
it has transformed the lives of 
some young people, who have 


gone back into their classroom 
motivated and ready to learn. 

“The Babylon worked with 
some young people, who were 
not fitting into school, but 
learned at the gallery. Achiev¬ 
ing success in these projects 
gave them confidence and 
boosted their self-esteem, so 
they were motivated to learn in 
other subject areas too. 

“Our research with more 
than 5,000 young people has 
provided lots of evidence about 
the benefits of working with 
arts in improving educational 
standards overall, so it’s a 
shame to see a success story 
like the Babylon Gallery is 
closing.” 

Ms Taylor also believed 
scrapping the gallery was 
wrong in light of the Govern¬ 
ment’s plans to provide five 
hours a week of “high-quality 
culture”. 

She added: “The Government 
is stressing the need for cultural 
opportunities for children, but 
if you live in Ely there are not 
that many cultural venues. The 
Babylon is one, but it is closing. 
It does not seem like joined-up 
thinking to me.” 

Hilary Gresty, director of 
Ely-based arts group The 


Visual Arts and Galleries 
Association, also backed Ms 
Taylor’s calls. 

She said: “Research shows 
how contact with artists and 
the visual arts can enhance 
opportunities for young people, 
developing skills and raising 
educational standards. 

“In a city where young people 
have very little out-of-school 
provision and league tables 
show that about 50 per cent of 
children are leaving City of Ely 
Community College without 
five A to C-grade GCSEs, can 
we afford to lose a facility such 
as the Babylon Gallery?” 

But Councillor Peter Cress- 
well, chairman of the council’s 
community services committee, 
said: “We will not be scaling 
back community arts work. 

“We will see the same level of 
community grant money, 
perhaps even an increase in the 
future. 

“We want to take it out into 
the communities and villages 
and are working very closely 
with ADeC to make sure this 
happens. 

“ADeC are looking for a new 
exhibition area and the end of 
Babylon should not mean the 
end to this service.”

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Council defends its officers’ 
‘modest’ trips around world

GLOBE-TROTTING 
council officers clocked 
up around 70,000 miles 
on trips abroad as far 
afield as America and 
the United Arab Emi¬ 
rates last year. 

A Freedom of Information 
(FOI) request by our sister 
paper, the Cambridge Even¬ 
ing News , has revealed staff 
at Cambridgeshire County 
Council travelled all over the 
world on 32 visits in 2007. 

Excursions included a 
trip to New York to recruit 
social workers, a visit for an 
adoption case in Connect¬ 
icut, a conference in Greece, 
and looking at engineering 
firm Atkins’ global design 
centre in Dubai. 

Staff also went to the 
Swedish city of Malmo six 
times. 

Two-thirds of the visits 
were made by members of 
the council’s Smartlife pro¬ 
ject, an international scheme 
promoting modern const¬ 
ruction methods, who went 
to meetings in Spain, 
Germany, Denmark, France, 


Italy, Norway, Sweden, Bel¬ 
gium and Portugal. 

All except three of the 
visits were externally funded. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council paid 48 per cent of 
the £2,014 cost of sending 
four staff to leper, Belgium, 
for a conference, the same 
proportion of a trip to 
Eindhoven in Holland which 


cost £302, and £700 costs for 
fuel, parking and living 
expenses were incurred 
during the New York visit. 

The authority defended the 
number of trips, saying they 
had pulled £6 million into 
Cambridgeshire through 
Smartlife and the leper visit 
secured €1 million - a fifth of 
the European funding avail¬ 


able for improving commun¬ 
ity inclusion through IT. 

Officers said the visit to 
New York resulted in four 
social workers being emp¬ 
loyed and it cost less to go to 
America to seek candidates 
than to place an advert in the 
British press. 

Flights and accomm¬ 
odation for the visit were 


paid for by the recruitment 
agency. 

Gordon Jeyes, acting chief 
executive, said: “Considering 
we have a budget of 
£570 million for a region 
which includes a global city, I 
think the amount of travel is 
quite modest. 

“Of the £21,000 spent in 
the last year, only 21 per cent 
of that was funded by tax 
payers.” 

The council said all close 
European trips were made 
by train, Eurostar or Euro¬ 
tunnel and low-cost airlines 
were used wherever possible. 

Liz Stevenson, internat¬ 
ional manager at Smartlife, 
said: “The good thing about 
the visits we were able to 
make to see Swedish build¬ 
ings sites is their environ¬ 
mental construction meth¬ 
ods are tougher than in the 
UK and we know those 
standards will be coming in 
through building regulat¬ 
ions. 

“This is helping us be 
better prepared for that.” 

Cllr David Jenkins, leader 
of the opposition Liberal 
Democrat group, said the 
travel details were “surp¬ 
rising” but did not give cause 
for concern. 


Grants 
will help 
wildlife 

WILDLIFE projects in 
Cambridgeshire will use 
£194,000 in grants on 
projects including the 
first phase of creating a 
new forest. 

The county has been 
given the cash over the 
last three years by the 
SITA Trust, through the 
Landfill Communities 
Fund. 

Cambridge University 
will use its grant of 
£25,000 to plant 10 hect¬ 
ares of native woodland 
to mark its 800th anniv¬ 
ersary next year. 

The Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire, North¬ 
amptonshire and Peter¬ 
borough Wildlife Trust 
aims to link two Sites of 
Special Scientific Int¬ 
erest at Gamlingay 
Wood to Waresley and 
Gransden Woods. 

This is the first phase 
of the plan for a forest 
in South Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

Catherine Weight- 
man, regional biodivers¬ 
ity co-ordinator for 
Natural England, said 
teamwork between a 
range of organisations 
meant they could add to 
the birds, butterflies and 
heathland in the East of 
England.

Phone thieves

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Planners turn down bid for two superstores 


PLANS for two new 
superstores in Ely have 
been rejected. 

Proposals for a 
supermarket and non¬ 
food store on the 


Thurlow Nunn Standen 
site in Lisle Lane were 
thrown out by East 
Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s 
planning committee. 


But committee 
member Cllr Bill Hunt 
believed the scheme 
could still go ahead. He 
said: “We agreed Ely 
needs another food 


store, but did not get 
enough information to 
approve it. This is one of 
the last major sites in 
Ely and an obvious 
place for a food store.” 


Landowners 
support new 
‘wildspace’ 


POWERFUL land- 
owners have backed 
plans for a protected 
“wildspace” running 
from the riverside to 
the edge of Ely. 

The Potter Group is the 
latest city business to 
endorse proposals for a 
wildlife corridor running 
from the riverside all the 
way through Pocket Park, 
Ely Common, and Roswell 
Pits into the Fens. 

A spokesman for the 
distribution centre, which 
is at the site of the old sugar 
beet factory at Queen 
Adelaide Way, said: “We are 
confident that, within a few 
years, we will have here in 
Ely one of the most thriving 
and diverse natural habitats 
in the area.” 

The scheme has already 
secured the backing of 
many local farmers and key 
organisations, such as the 
Royal Society for the Prot¬ 
ection of Birds (RSPB), 
Natural England and the 
Wildlife Trust. 

But the support of the 
Potter Group is seen as 
particularly significant as 
the old settlement ponds by 
its Queen Adelaide Way site 
provide a rich environment 
for wildlife. 

Members of the Local 
Campaign for the Protection 
of Rural Ely (LCPRE) met 
this week to work out the 
details of the wildspace, 
which would be maintained 
by landowners and volunt¬ 
eers. 

It would result in the

creation of a series of green 
spaces to protect the 
habitats of wildlife such as 
bitterns, kingfishers, marsh 
harriers, great crested 
grebes, bats, water voles 
and otters. 

However, the LCPRE fears 
the plans to turn Roswell 
Pits into a marina would 
ruin the corridor by 
breaking the chain of green 
spaces running out of the 
city. 

Professor Andrew Balm- 
ford, LCPRE spokesman, 
said: “For our vision to 
become a reality we need to 
create an unbroken path¬ 
way between the city and 
the open countryside. 

“The support we have 
won for this idea shows that 
we are not in conflict with 
local landowners - just one 
of them. We want to protect 
all the remaining patches of 
habitat around the eastern 
edge of Ely, for both wildlife 
and the local community.” 

But Roswell Pits owner 
Jeremy Tyrrell rejected 
claims that his marina 
plans would ruin the 
wildspace corridor. 

He said: “Our plans for 
Roswell have always 
included enhancing the 
wildlife and their habitats. 

“In principle, this is a 
good idea. If someone has 
anything constructive to 
say, then I’m always ready to 
listen, but I haven’t been 
approached about this 
idea.”

Create some variety in 
your fruit and veg patch 


ALAN Titchmarsh is 
currently on a mission to 
encourage gardeners to 
grow their own fruit and 
vegetables. 

But his latest book, The 
Kitchen Gardener, also offers 
advice on how to expand your 
culinary repertoire by growing 
items such as lemon grass, Thai 
basil and kiwi fruit. 

“There was a time, of course, 
when courgettes and sweetcorn 
were considered exotic,” he 
muses. “Sweetcorn does like a 
good summer still, but we have 
more varieties now which are 
bred for cooler summers, such 
as North Star. They do better in 
a colder climate because they 
grow faster.” 

Sprouting seeds, which are 
dead easy to grow without soil, 
pots or even a garden, add zest 
to stir fries and salads. These 
include fenugreek (Trigonella 
foenum-graecum), spicy sprouts 
ideal for stir-fries, aduki beans 
(Vigna angularis), slightly 
spicy-tasting beans with large 
seeds, and mung bean (Vigna 
radiata), the original Chinese 
beansprout, star of a million 
take-aways. 

Oriental leaves including pak 


choi, mizuma and Chinese 
mustard greens are also easy to 
grow and not very time- 
consuming. Some are used as 
baby salad leaves, others in stir- 
fries. As a general rule, they 
should be sown outside from 
May to August (pak choi from 
mid-June), where you want the 
crops to grow. 

Many of the newer 
ingredients which we want to 
grow ourselves, such as lemon 
grass, will need to be grown 
under glass, he admits. 

“You can’t grow lemon grass 
outside because it’s too tender. 
It’s best grown indoors at room 
temperature in the winter, but it 
can be put in the conservatory 
or out on the patio in summer.” 

The bases of the grassy stems 
are the only bits that are any 
good for cooking and are 
particularly good in Thai 
dishes. But be warned, lemon 
grass is quite a large, coarse, 
grassy, unattractive plant with 
sharp-edged leaves which can 
be hazardous if you have small 
children. 

Thai basil is another one to 
try at home, although it can be 
tricky, says Titchmarsh. 

“Basil likes a warm climate. I 
grow it in pots in the

greenhouse. It’s a 
Mediterranean plant and you 
need to sprinkle a few seeds in a 
pot every couple of weeks and 
you’ve always got a succession 
coming along. As long as you’ve 
got a well-lit windowsill or a 
porch just to give it an umbrella 
from the worst of the weather, 
it’ll be okay.” 

The Kitchen Gardener, by 
Alan Titchmarsh, is published 
by BBC Books, priced £20, and is 
available now.

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New boat race society 
rows back to basics 


A HISTORICAL society cele¬ 
brating the Cambridge-Oxford 
Boat Race has been founded. 

The Boat Race Founders 
Society was officially 
launched at Ely Cathedral on 
Saturday where its 14 
members gathered for a 
special Evensong service. 

The group is committed to 
celebrating the lives of the 
two Harrow school friends 
Charles Merivale and Charles 
Wordsworth, who started the 
race in 1829. 

Chairman Jack Waterfall 
said: “The race is now famous 
throughout the world, but we 
were concerned that the 
origins are less well known. 

“We need to remember the 
contribution of the race’s 
founders and their original 
aims, which are likely to be

lost in an increasingly comm¬ 
ercial environment.” 

The start of the society 
coincided with the bicenten¬ 
ary of the birth of Merivale, 
who went on to become the 
Dean of Ely from 1869 to 1893. 

The present dean, the Very 
Rev Dr Michael Chandler, laid 
a wreath on his predecessor’s 
grave in Ely Cemetery during 
a coach tour with members of 
the Merivale and Wordsworth 
families on Sunday 

With him was the Rt Rev 
Michael Hare-Duke who, like 
Charles Wordsworth, was a 
former bishop at St Andrew’s 
in Scotland. Wordsworth, a 
nephew of the poet William 


Wordsworth, was bishop for 40 
years from 1852. 

The tour was part of a 
weekend of celebrations that 
also saw the families of the 
two boat race founders take 
part in race on the Great Ouse 
using gigs modelled on the 
successful Oxford boat of 1829. 

The Cambridge boat, with a 
crew which included four 
members of the Merivale 
family, won the race before a 
plaque was unveiled near the 
river in Jubilee Gardens 
commemorating the boat race 
founders. 

The gig is now the main 
feature in an exhibition at 
Oliver Cromwell’s House, in 
Ely, which will transfer to Ely 
Museum in the historic Bis¬ 
hop’s Gaol in Market Street at 
Easter.

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Useful tips when considering buy-to-let 


BUYING property to let out has made 
the headlines in recent years as a 
smart option in wealth-building. 

Put simply, the term buy-to-let means 
purchasing a property and renting it 
out, so that while your tenants pay 
your buy-to-let mortgage, your 
property accrues in value, adding to 
your wealth portfolio over the long 
term. 

It’s a concept that sounds beautifully 
simple, logical and easy to do, but as 
with every investment, it is crucial to 
be adequately prepared and to know 
the pitfalls as well as the plusses. 
Government statistics show that in 
2007, eight million households in the 
UK that owned property had a 
mortgage. 

According to the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders (CML), in the 
second half of 2007 buy-to-let 
lending totalled £24.1 billion, up from 
£21.2 billion in the first half of the 
year, proof that despite the 
economic uncertainty precipitated by 
the US sub-prime mortgage drama 
and the Northern Rock episode in 
the UK, investors still saw buy-to-let 
as an investment option they wanted 
to pursue. 

Since the last quarter of 2007, the 
term “credit crunch” has been widely 
used in the media. The macro¬ 


economics involved are complex, but 
as most people will be aware its 
projected impact on the UK economy 
is severe. 

The credit crunch has coincided with 
rising inflation partly caused by rising 
energy prices all of which are causing 
consumers to tighten their belts. 
Rental yields can no longer be 
expected to keep pace with mortgage 
repayments either. 

Yet despite predictions of a housing 
slump, buy-to-let remains an 
important wealth creation option in 
the long term. Property kept over the 
long term (10 years plus) is generally 
seen as a wise investment that will 
accrue in value.

long periods of time. Check out the 
volume of buy-to-lets in the area you 
are considering. You might be up 
against stiff competition with a 
plethora of other buy-to-let properties 
all around you. 

■ Remember to factor in an average 
number of vacant months a year and 
the cost involved in servicing the 
mortgage when the property is 
empty. There is vacant property 
insurance which can protect you 
against this, but do your research and 
read the small print. Get advice if 
need be. 

■ Ask yourself ‘Can I really afford to 
enter into this kind of agreement?’ 
Buy-to-let options involve financial 
risk which could affect your own 
home, your lifestyle and your family. 

■ Calculate, calculate and calculate 
again. Write down every cost involved 
in buying a property to rent out. As a 


matter of course, most mortgage 
providers will want the rent to cover 
125 per cent of the mortgage 
repayments. What would happen if 
rent values went down and interest 
rates went up? Factor in every worst- 
case scenario. Factor in estate 
agents’ management fees, wear and 
tear, maintenance and associated 
costs. 

■ Think about who you want to rent 
to. Is it going to be students in a 
university town, tourists who pay by 
the day, week or month, or longer- 
term tenants? 

■ Have you got reserves of cash in 
the form of savings that you can rely 
on if it all goes pear-shaped? Many 
buy-to-letters fall foul of the lack 
of reserves syndrome, forcing 
them into a quick sale and 
wealth deletion, not wealth 
creation. 

■ Be ruthless when it comes to 
checking out financial institutions 
that offer buy-to-let mortgages. 

Shop around and do your 
research. 

■ Be aware of Capital Gains Tax 
payable on the resale of your 
buy-to-let, other taxes involved 
and all other legal requirements 
(often financial) of being a 
landlord, such as ensuring the 


property meets health and safety 
standards as set out by UK law. Don’t 
be pressured by the high gloss 
marketing of a buy-to-let company or 
other environmental factors such as 
the sun, the beach, the big city or 
another country. 

■ Seek advice from your financial 
adviser before you sign anything. 
Buy-to-let has become fashionable in 
recent years, but when it comes to 
wealth creation and property 
purchasing, a detached, cold 
assessment of the situation is a must.

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Yank tank gets German edge 


WHEN the Chrysler 300C 
was introduced to the UK in 
2005 its maker admitted it 
was taking a gamble. Here 
was an American car aiming 
for a share of the European 
quality car market. 

Since launch, steady sales and a 
growing following has meant the 
car has hung on by its toes and has 
even begun to climb the rock face. 
This latest model sees a shift of em¬ 
phasis though. The 300C is moving 
away from its transatlantic roots, it 
would seem, and embracing the 
European image of a quality car. 

Most of the changes are cos¬ 
metic, apart from the revisions to 
the engine range.

Sayers gets in 
the mood for a 
tilt at Olympics 


WINTER training went with a 
swing for Goldie Sayers as she 
completed the first part of the 
Beijing Olympics javelin jigsaw. 

The 25-year-old Ely-based 
athlete was in action at the 
European Cup of Winter 
Throwing in Croatia, and 
achieved the qualifying distance 
for the Games in China in 
August. 

She launched the javelin out to 
63.65m, the second longest throw 
of her career, and comfortably 
over the 60.50m required to earn 
a spot in the Far East. 

And now Sayers just has to win 
the Norwich Union Beijing 
Trials & AAA Championships, a 
feat she has accomplished for the 
last five years, to guarantee her 
place in Team GB. 

But it was not a case of 
immediate success for Sayers, 
who ended up being named 
female athlete of the meeting 
in Split. 

She had three no-throws before 
eventually registering a 
distance, which was the 63.65m 
effort, while with her final 
attempt, she managed 58.53m. 

“It’s a good competition and 


I’ve done it for the last few 
years,” said Sayers. 

“It’s something to break up 
winter training to see where 
we’re at. It (the qualifying 
distance) is only 60.50m, but it’s 
nice knowing that I’m in that 
kind of shape now. 

“I struggled in the first few 
rounds as my timing was a bit off 
- but it would be in March. 

“It’s kind of what we were 
expecting. It’s an indicator of 
how I’ve progressed.” 

But it is only the stepping 
stone for Sayers, in what will be 
her second season with coach 
Mark Roberson. 

“We’ve been training, and my 
timing isn’t where it will be in 
the summer,” she said. 

“It’s just building on last year 
as that was our first year 
working together. It sends a few 
waves around the world.” 

Sayers’ first competition of the 
summer season is set to be on 
June 6 in Germany, following a 
spell of training in Italy in May. 

And the rest of her schedule is 
plotted with the target of being 
in peak condition for the 
Olympics in August.
